Vasuixgton, Sept. 20. — The orgpan- 
iiihtlons which are to comprise the C'u> 
ban (rarrison have not all been dea- 
Ig^natcd yet but it is assured that at 
least half ot them will be volun- 
teers. 

AVlthin two weeks orders will be is- 
sued for the movement to Cuba of the 
first 10,000 of the permanent (garrison 
and it is the expectation now that 
they will sail from the United States 
about October 10. These troops will be 
fallowed quickly by others, until the 
entire force of 40,000 has been estab- 
lished on the island. 

It is not the intention of the admin- 
istration to await the evacuation of 
the island by the Spanish forces, be- 
fore scndinir United States troops to 
Cuba, as the indications now are that 
it may be several months before the 
Cuban commissioners complete their 
work. Quite naturally, a considerable 
number of Spanish troops will remain 
on the island until the arranjrements 
for the relinquishment of Spanish 
sovereignty over it formally have been 
eoncluded. 

The rainy season in Cuba is nearly 
at an end and the most delightful 
season of the 3'ear on the island is 
about to begin. During th^ Into fall 
and winter months the climate in Cu- 
ba is not onij’ cnjoj-ablc, but healthful 
and with such care as’ will be taken 
for tkie health and comfort of the
